AMONG the various poems, whofe lead- 
ing circumftances and events are built on 
hiftorical record, or on tradition, where Hif* 
tory has furoiflied the outlines, and has left to 
Poetry the taflc of fupplying the (hade, the co- 
louring, and the expreifion, thofe feem to de« 

ferve, and to have obtained, the praife of fupe^ 
rior excellence, in which the author defcrib^s 

the adtions and manners of times farthefl remote 
from his own period* 

If that province of poetry, which is purely 
hiilorical, has feldom been attempted, or ^as 
fcarce ever been attempted with fuccefs, Kill Jefs 
frequent, and more unfuccefsful, is that fpccies 
of poetical compofition which is confined to the 
fubjcift of literature, Jt is the aflcrtion of a 
critic, whofe authority one would be unwilling 
to difpqte, that Hudibras is ^the rhoft learned 
poem in the world. In Hudibras, however, 
learning is not the principal fubjedl : it is intro- 
duced indeed almoft in every page, but only 
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vi V R E F A C E. 

as it ferves to diverfify the reader's entertainment^ 
to heighten the ridicule^ and to form a new and 
inexhauftible fund for the purpofes of burlefqutf. 
I believe^ therefore, it will be difficult to inftance 
what may properly be called a literary poem^ a 
perfoi^^nce j;^horq.fvbje2f is lefirning^ Y(rho(&j)er- 
fons and charadters are learned men, and which 
borrows its images and its allufions from the 
fource whence its events alfo are derived. 

This negleftcd corner of the poetical world I 
have ventured to explore* In the progrefs of dis- 
covery, marvy objefts^ arife- which * are calculated 
in a high degree to improve and diffufe know-^ 

ledge, to excite curiofity, and amufe the fancy/ 
But though the pUrfuifs and fhfc praifes of leaf n - 
ingbe capable of fplefidorand^rcVation, yet, with 
all their advantages of beauty and fuWiniity, they 
ijbldom have power to move the paflioris, and call 
forth the affedions of the hcarf.* 

Under' thefe difficulties, I fat down to com-- 
pofe in vcrfe the hiftory and defcription of the 
Bodleian Library. ' I began my poetical career 
with all that ardour and confidence which is the 
refult of youth and inexperience. I foon found 
that my progrefs muft often be retarded, and not 
feldom fufpended, by the unavoidable neceffity of 
enquiring into fads, which have been, fully 
defcribed, and which, among fcholars, are gc- 
ijerally known. If ever, in any part of . the 
performance, I felt, in the fmalleft degree, 
that glow of enthufiafm, without which the

poet proiecutes his labour with little pleafure or 
advantage; I was quickly conftrained to ex-* 
change the flattering fenfation for the languors 
of interruption^ and the dulnefs of antiquarian 
reiearchi 

After this enumeration of the difad vantages 
which it was reafonable to exped: from the nature 
of my fubjedy it muft not be difguifed that they 
have been reconipenfed^ in no fmall degree^ by 
the opportunity I enjoyed^ from my flation in 
the place I have attempted to dcfcribe, of galn-^ 
ing an intimate knowledge of its hiftory and its 
treafures. The pains I have beftowed on this 
part of my undertakings will fufHciently appear 
from the copioufnefs and multiplicity of the 
notes. Yet the limits of the prefent publication 
have not allowed me to exhauft my materials* 
To arrange and prepare for the prefs a large por*-* 
tion of mifcellaneous information^ in print and 
manufcripty which tends further to elucidate the 
former and prefent ftate of the Library, will 
probably be the employment of future leifure* 
Thofe particulars cannot furely be unufeful or 
uninterefting to the friends of fcience which de- 
fcribe Sir Thomas Bodley, whofe obfervation and 
influence extended to every department of the 
literature of his times, and commemorate thofe 
illuftrious perfons who fucceeded him in the 
virtues of his charai5ter and the liberal patronage 
of learning,

v. 99.] Sir Thomas Bodley was born at Exeter, 1544. He Was 
descended in the pattmai line from the ancient faunify of Bodley^ 6r ' 
Bodleighy of Punfcombey near Crediton ; by his mother, from Robert 
Hone> Efq; of Ot tery 8c. Mary, nine miles from Exeter* On the 
acceflion of Mary I. in 15539 he accompanied Mr. Bodley, his father^ 
who was a firm prot^/lant, in hrs flight to Germany. *^ My father* 
in the time of queen Mary, being noted and known to be an enemy 
to popery, was fo cruelly threatened and fo narroWly obferved by thofb 
that maiiced his religion** &c. Sir iTkf. B9dkys Liftf fwrkUu by hi^" 
felf^ and dated jSo^» He continued fome time at Wefel in Cleveland, 
and afterwards at Frankfort on the Maine. In 1556,. fie fettled at Ge- 
neva, which had been newly ere£led into an univeriity, and was very 
much frequented by Proteftant Refugees from all ptrti of turopt. 
Being then only twelve years of age, he carefully attended the lec- 
tures of Calvin and Beza in Divinity, of Chevakrivs in Rebrewy of 
Beroaldus in Greek, and alfo of Robert Conftantine, author of the 
Greek Lexicon, on Homer, ^* befides my domelHc^l teacher» in the 
houfe of PhiHbertus Saracenus, a famous phyfician in that city, with 
whom I was boarded.** BodUy^s Life.

He was ele^ed one of the 
Pro6bors of the uniYerfity in 1569, being then twenty- five years of age j 
and for a long time after fupported with dignity the office of Public. 
Orator. In 1576 he quitted Oxford, fpent the four enfuing years in 
making the tour of £ur(^e, and then returned to his college. In 
Z583 he was appointed Gentleman U(her to queen Elizabeth. In 1585 
married a lady of condderable fortune. The fame year he was ient by 
the queen oa-anembalTy to the courts of Denmark, firunfwick, HeiTe, 
Stc la 158^ be received the appointment of Englifli Reiident in the 
United Provinces, . akid accordingly fettled at the Hague, where he 
afliiled at the Council of State*, taking place, and giving his vqte

About this time he was 
charged with a very fecret^ fuddeny and important commiflion to 
Henry III. of France. All the letters he was intruded with on this 
occafion, were written with the queen^s own hand $ and he was not * 
allowed one fervant to attend him. In 1597 he left the United Pro* 
vinces, and at the fame time retired from all ftate employments, having 
for the fpace of thirteen years executed eommiiCons of the utmoft im- 
portance with a diligence, precaution, and fuccefs, that have never 
been furpaft in the whole corps Mplomatique, He was repeatedly in* 
treated by the lord treafarer Burleigh to accept the poft of Secretary 
of State, but he refolutely declined the offer. For the fame year that 
he retired from the political, he became a diftinguiihed member of the 
literary world. Then it was that he began his Library, which was 
completed and opened to the uni verity in i6oi. In 1604 he received 
the honour of knighthood from James I. His death, which happened 
in 16x2, was lamented by the univeriity in a volume of poems, entitled 
Jufia Funebria Ptolemai 0x9menfis> At the fame time was fpoken and 
publiflied his funeral oration by the Public Orator*

(fpoken over his grave by Mr. John Hales) were printed on the fame 
occafion by Merton college. He was buried with academical ho- 
nours in Merton college choir, where a monument is ere£led to his 
memory. ** Over him is ere^ed a monument of black and white 
marble, on which is placed his effigies, in a fcholar^s gown, furrounded 
with books ; and at the four corners ftand Grammar, Rhetoric, Mufic, 
and Arithmetic. On each hand of his effigies Hands an angel j that 
on the left holds out to him a crown ; and that on the right a book 
open, in which are thefe words, Non delebo nomen ejus de libra *uit^, i. e. 
/ *wili not blot bis nitme out of tbe book of life. Underneath is the figure of 
a woman, fitting before the ftairs of the old library, holding in one 
hand a key, and in the other a book, wherein the greateft part of the 
alphabet appears $ and behind are feen three fmall books (hut, infciibed 
with the names of Prifcianus, Diomedes, and Donatus.^^ Biogr. Brit, In 
order to explain more clearly the events of Sir Thomases political life, 
I fhall prefent the reader with the following extracts from Camden^s

In the fame 
volume Camden announces the eftablifhment of the library, and places 
the founder fo high in the fcale of excellence, that ** illuliri aeternaque 
laude, dum literae fuerlnt, inter maximos et de Uteris meritiffimos jure 
Optimo fit concelebrandus." " Sir Thomas had all the qualities of a 
Maecenas ; he was an excellent fcholar himfelf, a lover of learning in 
others, and a proprietor of a very plentiful eflate.'* Ayliffe^ «< He was 
fo diligent, that (as he wrote to Dr.Tho. James, his firft library-keeper) 
there was not 400 pounds worth of books in England fit for a library, 
which were not a6bually placed therein,' and that he would endeavour 
for them alfo." Idem. Dr. James, in purfuancc of Sir Thomas's in- 
llruftions, went to Cambridge, with a view to improve the iniHtution 
by an accurate eilimate and ebfervation of the libraries of that univer- 
fity. John Bill, an intelligent feookfeller, was fent to the marts of 
Germany, France, Italy, arid Spain, for the purchafe of foreign books.

Letter 80. " As yet the iamb-fkin gown hath not been feen by his 
majefty. But he knoweth that 1 have it, and I expeft every hour to 
be fent for to the court. If thofe books at Windfor may not be had 
without his majefty's privity and leave, 1 fuppofe I Oiall refolve to let 
them alone.

Mithridates, king of Pontua, bad fo e(re6^ually fojtified 
his conllitutjon againft poifons by antidotes and prefervatives, that 
when he had refolved to deftroy himfclf, he could find no venom ftrong 
enough to take cfFeft, and was obliged to have recourfe to his fword. 
He was the inventor of the famous antidote, which ftill retains his name. 
The receipt for compofing it (fays Mr. Chambers), written with his own 
hand, being found in- his cabinet, was carried to Rome by Pompey. 
It was transfufed into poetry by Damocrates, a learned phyfician, and 
was afterwards tranilated by Galen, from whom wc have it.

See Bodleian 
Library, p. %6, v. 4.18. Averroes and Avicen were alfo Arabians, cele- 
brated for their medical and philofophical knowledge, and flouriihed la 
Spain. They wrote commentaries on Ariftotle and the other Greek 
naturaliftsj which are preferred among the oriental treafures of oar 
libraries. 

V. 193.] JeromBock, a German, was th€ reviver of Botany inEu- 
^ppe, after it had participated the common fate of literature during the 
long reign of ignorance and barbarifm. In the pride of returning 
fcience it was ufual for the learned to translate their names from the 
language of their country, into Greek or Latin words of (imilar import. 
Accordingly, this father of modern botany is known to writers on that 
art by the name of Tragus, while his original appellation is as much for- 
gotten as that of Erafmus Pefiderius, or Philip Melan6lhon. 

v. 196.] James Delechslmp, a Norman pbyfician, and polite fcholar» 
flourifhed in the iixteenth century. He wrote a general hiftory of plants 
in French, in eighteen books, and publi(hed the natural hiftory of 
Pliny with the addition of notes. 

v. 200.] I. Rambert Podonee was born at Mechlin in 15181 ftudied 

' phyiic at Louvain, and, afterwards made the tour of the mod eminent 

unlverfities of France and Italy. He is mentioned with particular

Ho^ne in Xbi bcjivning of the feven- 
teenth century. He publifhed a colle£lion of rare plants, natives of 
the Italian' ciimatie, and atf0 compiled noter.bnJiie ttfttur&l hiftory of 
Mexico of Hernandez. To tl)e botanical (reatife, printed in quarto 
and dated Rome, 1^06, is prefixed a beaiitifu! engrating of the authori 
in the compartments of which the artifl has- difplayed his, fancy in em^ 
blematkal devices, not wltholit allutions to the nafne. 

TI. Charles Clufius, a nati^ ' x>f Arrae/ an oftcer in the court of 
Vienna, and fuperintendant of the imperial gardens, flourifhed in the 
Utt^rpartof the ^xteentb century* In bW younger days be idudted 
jurifprudence at Louvain, but foon attached himfelf entirely to phyilc 
ai)d the cultivation of the botanical art. For this purpofe he travelled 
in France, Spain, and Germany. His cnorog'raphical defcri^tibn of 
France, compofed during the journey, is printed in the Geography of 
Ortdiuis. The works of ClnfiUs in botany and the materia mcdica, 
are various, and were all printed at the Plantiti Prefs. To his hiftory 
(with plates) of uncomtnon ' plants which ^e oljferved in Anftria, 
Hungary, and the neighbouring provinces, is prefixed the following' 
eulogium of the great Liplius.

The epitaph of Clufeus written by Peter Cunacus, and printed in a 
little book of memorial verfes on the fubjedk of his death, has fo much 
claillcal elegance ancL original merit, and contains a (train of fenti-r 
ment fo different from what is ufually found in monumental infcrip-* 
Uons, that I feel an irreiiiUble temptation to fend it to the prefs.

' CluHus died at Leyden in 1609. His funeral oration was pronounced 

by Everard Vorftius, profeffor of phyfic and reftor magnificus of that 
vniverfity. It is related that he took a long journey to fee and be ac- 
quainted with the great Melanfthon. He was the intimate friend of Jo- 
feph Scaliger, and Peter Lotichius the German poet. He was twice 
in Britain, where he acquired the fi^iendfhip of Sir Philip Sidney and 
Sir Francis Drake, front the latter of which great men, and from 
his naval alTodates, he procured much curious information concerning 
the botanical treafures of the new wdrld. 

III. Matthew de Lobel, a phyfician of Lide, and bptanographer to 
king James I. authoc of federal treatifes on the art he profefTed. 

V. S36. J *< Robert Morifon, a native of Aberdeen, ftudied phyfic 
in France, where,, he particularly applied himfelf to botany. He in a 
ihort time becamd fo great a proficient, that he was appointed fuperin* 
tendant of the royal garden at Blois. In i66o he came to England^ 
and was made botanical profeffor to Charles II. and overfeer of his 
gardens. He was afterwards chofen profeffor of botany at Oxford, 
ivhere he read feveral courfes of le^ures in that fcience, in the middle 
of the phyfic garden.'* ' Granger* s Biogr. Hifttny of England, Dr. Mo- 
rifon was born in 1620, ^rote feveral large works of repute on the 
fubje^ of his art, and died in London in 16S3.

Jacob Bobart, aGermani whom Dr. Plot ftyles an Excellent gardener and 
botantfty was» by the Earl of Danby, founder of the phytic garden at 
Oxford, appointed the firft keeper of it. One Angularity I have heard 
of him from l gentleman of unqueftionable veracity, that, on rejoic- 
ing days, he uftd to have his beard tagged with iilver. He died the 
4th of February, 1679, in the eighty-firft year of his age. He h^d two 
Tons, Tillemant and Jacob, who both belonged to the pbyfic garden.

** Mr. Jacob Bobart [junior], botany profeflbr of Oxford, did about 
forty years ago, £nd a dead rat in the pbyfic garden, which be made 
to refembie the common pifture of dragons, by altering the head and 
tail, and thrufting in taper (harp flicks, .which diflended the fkin on 
each fide till it mimicked wings. He let' it dry as bard as poflTible. The 
learned immediately pronounced it a dragon $ and one of them Tent an 
accurate. deicHption of it to Magliabechi, librarian to the grand duke 
of Tufcany : ftveral fine copies of verfes were wrote on {o rare a 
fubie£t: but at laft Mr. Bobart owned the cheat} however, it was' 
looked upon as a mafter-piece of art, and, as fuch, depofited in the 
Mufeum, or Anatomy-tfchool, where I faw it fome years after,*' Gny^s 
Notes on Jiudibras.

An 
account of liis great work, the Natural Hiftory of Jamaica* is given in 
the Philofophical Tranfa^^ions. . . 

V. 112.] Dr. Herman Boer haavc, i^fofeflbr of Phyfic in the Univer- 
sity of Leyden^ ftlcneded Y>t. PauEHItMau in the phyfic garden there, 
of which he publlUMd a more compieto catalogue than had been given 
by bis predtcfffor. 

V; ax}.] Ir Julius Pontedera^ a native of Pifa, profeflor of botany 
ill the vniteriHy of Padui. In his C^mptndittm tMUifum ^otamcarum 
are defcribed aya plants which he had difcovered in Italy. This book 
was printed in quarto, Padua, 171 ft, ^nd alfo contains a letter on botani* 
cat fubje^ts which. he addrei&s. ad tU nnrmm GniUdmum Sberarihtm Mn^ 
gluniy hotanicorum noftra atatts principemx ^n ^be beginning of this let-. 
. ter he f^ys <« Florentia nobis red(titii llteriae fuierunt, afferei^tes te jam

V. 224.] I. Dr. Paul Hermaiit profefTor of phyific and botany in 
the univerfity of Ley den, was born at Hall in Saxony, 1^40. He 
made the. tour of £urope at an early period, for the purpofe of ac- 
quiring pradlical knowledge in natural hidory, and was created dot^lor 
of phyfic at fadua, 1670. In 1672, he failed from Holland, and did 
not return to Europe, till he had travelled in Africa, Ceylon, and the 
Indies. While he continued in the ifland of Ceyloli, ever intend oa 
his favourite ftudy, he was elected to the profeiTorllup at Leyden, the

I. Conrad Gefner^ of Zurich, in Switzerland, callecT the 
Pliny of Germany, wrote feveral treatifes on different branches of phy- 
f fic and natural hiflory. Some of his letters on medical, phyfiological, • 

and other fubjefts, were pub! ifhed by Cafpar Bauhin. His catalogue 
of the writers de Re Herbaria is prefixed to an edition of the Herbal of 
Tragus. Of the other Gefner I know nothing more than that he is 
recorded as an eminent writer on natural hiltory, particularly zoology. 

11, ** John Gerard,, a furgeon in London, was the greateft Englifh bo- 
tanlft of his time. He was many years retahied as chief gardener to 
Lord Burleigh, who was himfelf a great lover of plants, and had the 
beft colle6):ion of any nobleman , in the kingdom : among theft were 
many exotics introduced by Gerard. In is$7$ he publiflied bis Her- 
bal, which was printed at the expence of J. Norton, who procured the 
figures from Frankfort, which were originally cut for Tabermonta- 
nus's Herbat in High Dutch. In 16)3, Thomas Johnfbn, an apothe- 
car} , publiihed an improved edition of Gerard*s book, which is ftill 
much efleemed.** Granger^s Biffgr.

V. 2x6.] Cafpar Bauhtn, a phyfician of Baiil, lived in the 15th and 
1 5th century, and wrote the Pittax Tbiotri BotanUi and other learned 
works. John Bauhin lived alfo at Baiil, and Is a volumillous writer. 
His Pfodremus Tbeatri Botamdit his principal performance. The 
names of both thefe great men are held vl tji^ higheft veneration by 
the lovers of natural philofophy.

"TO THE READER. 

«< WHEN the great reftorer of learning, our munificent benefafloi* 
Sir Thomas Bodley, made the happy exchange of the troubles of 
this life "with the glories of a l)etter, the Univerfity, according to 
the gt-eathefs of his merits^ and their Ibfs, in folemii grief and fad- 
nefs attended at his obfequies. But left the uncharitable cenfure of 
the world fliould apprehend our thankfulnefs buried in the fame grave 
with himi and cold as his dead a(hes, in that we pay no after tribute 
to fo engaging a defert, wc bring-to the altar of Eternity that part of 
him which yet doth, and ever muft furvive : a monument freed from 
the laws of time and ruin 5 fupported with the vigour of that name 
which hath a feminat ftrength within itfelf to make whole volumes 
live. But left the judging and feverer eye, viewing the nakednefs of 
this relation^ may thence defpife the poornefs of our endeavour; 
that I may fpeak the work above all fcom. above all praife. it was 
his own. Nor durft we call that draught in queftion which felt 
thie hand of fo exa6l a mafter ; but with awe looked on it, as on the 
fabric of an ancient temple, where the ruin furthers our devotion, 
and gaudy ornaments do but profane the fad religion of the place'. 
'Tis true, it favours not the language of our age, that hath the art 
to murder with a fmile, and fold a curfe within a prayer, but fpeaks 
the rhetoric of that better world, where virtue was the garb, and 
truth the compliment. Thofe adWons are of low and empty worth', 
that can 'fliine only when the varnifii 6f*^our words doth gild them 
over. The true diahiond fparkles in its rock, and in defpight of 
darknefs makes a day. Here then you fhall behold a6lions with the 
fame integrity fet down as they were firft performed 5 a hiftory de- 
fcribed as it was lived*; a counfcllor that ftill admitted religion to 
the cabinet, and in his active aims had a defign on heaven 3 a 
fpirit of that height, that happinefs, as in a private fortune to 
outdo the famed magnificence of mighty princes, whilft His fingle 
work clouds the proud fame of the £gyj)tian library, and fliames 
the tedious growth of the wealthy Vatican. I know how hard a ta(k 
it wi}>,'^ |o {^rfuade ^jay^ to copy out from this fair pattern. <How- 
ever, we cannot yet fo far defpair of ingenuoufnefs, as not to expe6(, 
even Croiti the- unconcerned dj^nterefted reader,, a clear eft^em and 
Juft refentment of it. If we gain but this, we (hall, in part reft fatis- 
fied ; in an age fo wholly loft to vice, conceiving it a great degrqe 
of virtue, to confef? the luftre of that good which our peryeife 
endeavours ftill avoid.'' ' • ♦ • • * #♦•##•###♦ 
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'^ Thus far our noble author of himfelf ; vfhOf like to the firfi: 
•' penman of facrcd hiftory, feems to furvive his grave, and to dc- 
'* fcribe unto us his own death. For having finished that great work,' 
*' which future times fhall ever honour, never equal, he yielded to his 
^ fate, as being unwilling the glory of that deed (hould be deflowered 
** by the fuccefTion of an a6): lefs high than it. On the 29th of January,- 
** in the year i6xi, his pure foul- attained' the freedom of its own di- 
** vinity j leaving his borrowed earth, the fad remainder of innocence

Soon after I had brought the poem on the Bodleian Library to a 
cbnclufion, that noble inftitution received a very large acce/Hon to its 
revenues. By this liberal fupply, which is annual, and to which all 
ranks and degrees in, the Univerfity are contributory in their due pro- 
portions, the Library is freed from its dependence on fortuitous bounty, 
and is no longer fuhjedt to the revolutions that happen in the annals of 
literature. This event fo highly defirable, was produced by the public 
fpirit of Gentlemen who b^d, on former occafions, rendered important 
fervices to the caufe of Learning and the Univerfity, and who by this 
recent and more eminent inflance of their attachment, have enfured 
to the Library a perpetual fund of literary wealth and fplendor.
